THAT: the Offers of the faid Regiment did ſtop from the 
ſaid Troopers Siz-pence per Day whilſt in Camp, which is illegal. 

THAT notwithſtanding your Petitioners have demanded of 
their ſaid Officers to Accompt with, and clear them, purſuant to 
the late Act of Parliament, made for Officers to Accomprt with and 
pay the Soldiers, they do ſtill ſtand in Contempr of the ſaid Ad, 
and refuſe to Accompt with or pay your Petitioners. 

THAT ſeveral of. your Yeritioners, for refuſing to Sign the 
Unjuſt Accompts of their Officers, were ſent Priſoners to the Pro- 
voſt Marfhal's Priſon, and kept there ſome Months, only on Bread 
and Water; and afterwards try'd for their Lives by a Court-Mar- 
ſhal in Flanders as Mutineers, for not Signing as aforeſaid. 

THAT your Petitioners have Repreſented their Grievances to 
the Honourable Commiſſioners of Publick Accompts, whom they find 
have not ſuch Power as to Remedy them.
